“The actual avmber of ships Canada 
intends to order is, it is understoo4, 
not definitely settled, but it is believed 
that while the question is being con- 
sidered, tenders will he called im- 
mediately for iwo super-dreadnoughts 
(irst clars cruisers) beating anything 
yet built for speed, power and efUicien- 
ey, 

“Canada's answer to the German 
menace and the latter's refusal to 
meet the mcet moderate but tirm 
speech of the first lord of the admir- 
ality for limitdtion or moderation of 
armaments is rot worthy of a preat 
people and a great country as Canada 
is, 

“The great drawback heretofore 
confronting the Canadian public and 
particularly the people in the prevince 
of Quebeg was that they had never 
been consulted in the matter. 

“This is the first point on which 
the government must decide, and ilere 
is no question whatever of the reply 
which will be given by Canada. 

Win Ask Autonomy 

“While these ships are being built, 
Canada will notify the British and the 
other over-seas dominions that auton- 
omy in naval matters is essential, 
that representation is imperative; 
that these two important, points can 
only be met by the creation of an 
imperial squadron towards which the 
British and Dominion governmen: will 
contribute and which should be con- 
trolled by af executive or special im- 
perial board cf admiralty, represent- 
ing each contributor. 

“This would, indeed, be the vom- 
mencement of imyperial unity and co- 
operation which is synonymous with 
the Interests of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, . 
Under Control of Canada 

“These ships which would be under 
the controi of Canada and the other 
dominions wauld be the most modern 
and powerful of their kind, They 
would patrol the vast expanse of ocean 
over which the merchantile shipping 
of the empire passes unceasingiy to 
and fro. Ganada’s message to the 
world is ‘The Cunadian people are de- 
termined that the supremacy of the 
imperial navy is of vital importance 
and she ia Jetermined that she wi?! 
toke upon her-shoulders her full share 
of her responsibility for its: raain- 
tainance, 

“Her message to Great Britain is: 
“We will co-operate but representation 
is a sine qua non contribution, We 
demand the immediate creation of a 
special squadron to be controlled by 
a board representative of cur own an4@ 
imperial interests.” 


REPORT THAT STRIKERS 
NROVE MEN FROM WORK 


Offices of the Canadian Northern 
Railway in Vancouver Get New 
of Violence Along the Grade of Line 
Between Hope and Kamloops, 


Vancouver, April 2.--—8ix hundred 
strikers, many of whom were afmed 
with revolvers, shot guns, rifles and 
clubs, yesterday drove the station men 
off the grade on Burns and Jordans’ 
contract on the Canadian Northern 
railway at Yale and compelled them 
to stop work, Similar incidents are 
alleged to have occurred all along the 
line for twenty miles in the camps of 
Messrs. Cunninghain and Chow. The 
station men have hitherto refused to 
listen to the appeal of the 1. W, W. 
leaders, and only yielded through 
fear of beimg maltreated, say the sub- 
contractors, 

This was the information today re- 
ceived at the engineering offices of 
the Canadian Northern railway in 
Vancover today. 

The strikers, it is charged, are also 
committing other legal acts, indjcat- 
ing that the trouble promises to be- 
come more acute as they get out of 
funds. They are charged in the same 
despatch with having invaded several 
of the camps and compelling the 
cooks, under threats, to serve them 
with tree meals or being thrown into 
the river. The police thus far have 
made no 4rrests, though one striker 
had his leg ‘broken by a constable's 
bullet,
